Magnetic storms and northern lights 
may result form the distant storms, 
although no serious results will fol 
low, the professor explained.

Many photo- 
graphs have been taken and very 
rapid changes are taking place,” Pro+ 
fessor Frost sald. 

Sunspots are not generally visible to 
the naked eye, he explained, unless 
groupd over vast areas.

T would now appear as though 
the® provincial government 
had lifted off an arm full when 
it took over the control and 
mangement of the B.D. & B.C. 
railways.” Already complaints
